The  counterstamp  coins  are  not  as 
common,  and  the  reason  a number  of  these  are  included  in  this  group,  is  because  they  were  located  away 
from  the  island  in  Central  America.  The  meaning  of  the  "Keys",  "Anchor"  and  "Hal f -Anchor " , are  as  follows: 

Key : used  in  Santo  Domingo  (1577  Decree  of  President  of  the  Real  Audiencia  in  Madrid)  devalued  from 
four  (4)  to  two  ( 2 ) Maravedies.  Confirmed  by  the  Royal  Cedula  of  25  de  July  1583.  "Key"  is  Santo  Domingo 
Coat  of  Arms. 

A nchor : Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Columbus  family,  the  head  of  which  became  the  Marquis  of  Jamaica  (then 
called  Santiago). 

Ha If-Anchor:  Both  used  to  revalue  copper  cuartos  from  1/25  to  1/11  of  a silver  Real,  as  per  decree 
by  the  Attorney  General  of  Jamaica,  PEDRO  LOPEZ,  in  1581-82. 

In  the  case  of  those  that  are  numbered,  the  number  agrees  with  MONEDAS  DOMINICANAS  by  Miguel 
Estrella  Gomez.  This  formidable  640-page  Book  in  handcover  is  available  from  us  at  $28.50.
